**Another possible explanation is the lenses 
were not in optical alignment and caused a 
halo on one side of the object when the object 
was out of focus.

INVESTIGATING CHARGES OF FRAUD. 


Testimony to the Effect Contractors Made 
a Good Thing on an Almshouse. 

Mitwavxez, Wis., Nov. 12.—[Special.|/— 
More of the work which was allowed to pass 
by the old County Board in the building of 
the almshouse was brought out today in the 
examination of H.J. Vanryne and Charles 
L. Lesser, the architects; Joseph Meyers and 
Hugh L. Suliivan, the almshouse contractors 
charged with conspiracy to defraud the 
county; Robert L. Jones, galvanized iron and 
slate roofing contractor; John Wilce, William 
Kasten, and Herman Andrae, The testimony 
was to the effect $1,000 had been saved by 
contractors in shaving the quality on slate; a 
big saving was made by using cheaper stone; 
$1,500 by doing less furring than specified; 
and other work had been slighted. 

William Horan, one of the railroad men 
charged with conspirmg to prevent the 
passage of United States mails, today pleaded 
not guilty. Trial was fixed forthe February 
term. The other parties, Dawes, Zimmer- 
man, and Sims, were not present. Whether 
the cases will ever be brought to trial gov- 
ernment officials think depends upon the re- 
sult of similar cases in Chicago. 

Charles G. Armstrong, a Chicago electrical 
architect, was asked an opinion in connection 
with the lighting of the new city hall. He 
says that capacity for 5,492 lights is needed 
at the Milwaukee City Hall, The cost of the 
dynamos would not exceed $11,000 and of 
engines and condensers not to exceed $10,000.

BIG OATOH OF SEAL THIS SEASON. 


Vessel Owners, However, Complain Be- 
cause of Breaks in the Fishing. 
Vicrormua, B. C., Nov. 12.— The official 


statement regarding the pelagic sealing of 


1894, compiled from log books sworn to, has 
been forwarded to Ottawa, London, and 
Washington. This being the first season since 
international complications arose in which 
sealers had access to Bering Sea, under the 
watchful supervision of United States gun- 
boats, they strictly observed the law prohibit- 
— the use of firearms and confining m- 
selves to the use of spears. Only about half 
of the fleet were able to secure 
spearsmen and these did remarkably 
well, Despite this and other in- 
terferences total for the year is the largest 
oa record, the catch of the fifty-nine vessels 
being 04,474 this year’s skins, against 70,- 
882 for the fleet of fifty-five in 1893 and 45,- 
885 for the sixty-five schooners in 1892. The 
figures the Collector has obtained show that 
the proportion of bulls is far higher than had 
been asserted by some who fear tne extermi- 
nation of the seal herd through the slaughter 
of cows. Despite the magnitude of the catch- 
ing vessel owners arestill complaining. They 
say with three breaks in the season they are 
forced to hold their crews together, and, tak- 
ing the whole fleet into consideration, its op- 
‘eration has shown a margia of loss to owners, 
four or five of whom have lately sold their 
vessels to thrifty Indians.

„Mr. Harris evidently forgets that the com- 
pany is no longer in control, that it can have 
no present policy on the subject, and that 
what its past policy was is of slight conse- 
quence, The court and not the company is 
the employer of all the persons éngaged in 
the operation of the road. Hence the precise 
question is: Will the court now lay down 
the rule that members of the brotherhood of 
trainmen shall, because they are such mem- 
bers, be discharged from the service of the 
road? 

The objects of the association are praise: 
worthy, and there is nothing in the means 
proposed to attain them except the provision 
made for strikes. But even those are of an 
eminently eonservative churacteg, great care 
being taken to guard against the abuse of a 
weapon which is a two-edged sword and gen- 
erally proves as damaging to those who use it 
as to those against whom it is used. It can- 
not be ruled that there is no such thing as a 
legal strike; that every strike must be unlaw- 
ful. Astrike only becomes illegal when to 
its necessary elements of quitting work and 
doing so simultaneously in concert are added 
others, such as malicious intent followed by 
actual injury, intimidation or violence, the 
creation of a public nuisance, or a breach ol 
the peace of any sort. 

The Attorney-General holds that the rule is 
of doubtful value as a preventive of strikes 
because it lea ves em ployés free to act upon im- 
pulse and from pagsion.

DIDN’T SELL ENOUGH OF ITS BEER. 


Voght and Sweeney Brewing Company in 
a Receiver’s Hands, 

The Voght and Sweeney Brewing company 
was placed in the hands of a receiver by Judge 
Tuthiil yesterday, Thomas J. Rice receiving 
the appointment and giving bonds of $100,- 
000. The company confessed judgment in 
the Circuit Court in the sum of $2,010, and 
an hour later the bill for receiver was filed by 
the plaintiff, John Schmit, Schmit heida 
claim of $2.390 against the company for 
moneys loaned. The insolvent concern has a 
capital stock of $150,000, issued in various 
amounts to John Voght, John Sweeney, 
Charles Voght, and John A. Swee- 
ney. It was organized only last 
March and went into business on a large scale 
at Nos. 467-473 T wenty-sixth street. Schmit’s 
bili set out that the company for sixty days 
had not been meeting its obligations, which 
aggregate $45,000. Half of this amount is 
owed to creditors on account and the other 
half consists of two mortgages long past due. 
The assets, including real estate, buildmgs, 
machinery, wagons, and horses. amount to 
850.000, but it is claimed they will not bring 
at a forced sale an amount sufficient to meet 
the liabilities. The stock of beer on hand is 
worth $5.000. Judgments aggregating $3.000 
were entered against the company before 
Schmit filed his suit. The officers are: John 
Vogt, President. and John Sweeney, Secre- 
tary. 


DR. ANDREWS LIKES THE 


He Speaks Highly of the Treatment as a 
Cure for Sarcoma. 

Dr. Edmund Andrews speaks highly of the 
toxin treatment us a cure for sarcoma or 
semni-cancerous tumor. Some years ago,“ 
said Dr. Andrews yesterday, it was noticed 
that a patient suffering from sarcoma fre- 
quentiy recovered if attacked by erysipelas, 
the erysipelas seeming to completely annihil- 
ate the tumor. Surgeons then began to inoc- 
ulate the virus of erysipeias as a cure for sar- 
coma, and a few cases succeeded, while some 
patients died from the erysipelas. The culti- 
vation of erysipelas microbes was then re- 
solved upon, and the Columbus Laboratory, 
among others, now cultivates them, filters 
them out, and preserves their poison. The 
latest and most successful plan is to hypoder- 
mically inject the virus into the tumor. This 
does not communicate erysipelas, but has tne 
same effect on the tumor. I have a case now 
on hand where the tumor is being thus treat- 
ed, and is rapidly diminishing.”’

It is in her 
lighter moods that Miss Marlowe’s singularly 
poetic nature finds its best expression. Yet the 
sterner mood of Romeo and Juliet reveals 
the marked progress which the actress has made 
in the last eight months. It shows the growth in 
intensity which time, in preserving her youth, 
has withheld from her best accomplishmen 

Miss Marlowe's Juliet as it was portrayed last 
night indicated a development,a growing force and 
depth of passion which are the brightest token? 
of her future. The Rev. Henry N. Hudson, that 
most sympathetic Shakspearean critic, has said 
of Juliet that “her love has all that is tender 
and melancholy in the nightingale. all that is 
voluptuous in the rose, with whatever is sweet in 
the freshness of spring, but it ends with a long, 
deep sigh like the last breeze of on Italian 
evening.” The first part of his metapbor aptly 
fits Miss Mariowe. It is in the spon- 
taneity of the love scenes in the opening 
acts, the tenderness of her passion and 
the gentle yet positive indication of the woman— 
the unity of feeling and character—that are the 
charms of Miss Marlowe's Juliet. Her love pas- 
sages in the balcony scene; particularly the 
speech beginning Thou know'st the mask of 
night is ou my face were delightfully rendered, 
her clear, well-modulated elocution revealing 
itself at its best advantage. Intensity has been 
added to the later scenes, the expression of the 
mental torture is more clearly defined than be- 


‘fore, but the illusion still hints at weakuess. 


Miss Marlowe objectively expresses the suffering 
of Juliet. but it remains forthe achievement of 
the future to bring the full realization of 
that suffering to the audience. During 
the speech, ‘*O,-bid me leap rather than 
marry Paris, off from the battlements of yonder 
towor, and what follows. the actress’ eyes were 
wét, but it was noticeable that the audience did 
not weep. Theclosing scene in the tomb was 
excellently rendered and pictorially strong. Mr. 
Taber, who was the Romeo, has been seen in that 
character before as a member of Miss Marlowe's 
company. He acted with warmth and sincerity 
and toward the close with some tragic intensity, 
although it is evident that his attainments 
as an actor, including his facial ex- 
pression, do not permit him -to appear at 
his best in the poetic drama. Sincerity, 
earnestness, and moderation marked his work. 
The company is moderately ¢fficient, better, per- 
haps, than on former occasions. Thomas (Cole- 
man was a volatile, pleasing Mercutio, William 


Owen showed heaviness as Benvolio. and J. M. 


Francoeur was sufficient for the short part of 
Tybalt. Miss Rose Eytinge was excellent in the 
character of the Nurse. Charles Collins gave a 
moderate portrayal of the Friar. Edward 
Lawrence was inclined to the grotesque as 
Peter.

** As You Lixe It.“ which opened the second 
week of Miss Rehan’s engagement at Hooley’s, is 
not a luxurious edition of a Shakspearean play 
like Twelfth Night.“ and in it the strength and 
weakness of the supporting company are more 
auickly apparent. Miss Rehan's spontaneous, 
girlish Rosaiind stood out in bold relief from the 
plain, conventional scenery, and one’s impression 
of the company in general wasa flattering one. 
But a false note jarred on one almost in the first 
scene—at least in the wrestling match. Miss 
Sybil Carlisle was playing Celia, and her cos- 
tume, when compared with that of Rosalind, was 
not appropriate. Celiais the daughter to the 
usurping Duke, and Rosalind is for the time her 
friend and practically her dependent. 
It was clearly improper, therefore, 
that Celia’s gown should be shabby and that of 
the disinherited Princess should be rich and 
jewel adorned. The costume should certainly 
be reversed. If Miss Rehan thinks she requires 
a foil she has a less exalted opinion of herself 
than her admirers have of her. Her robe became 
her; it consisted of blue and white, with cap to 
match; and she wore it gracefully, as she wore 
in the forest scenes the modest brown suit of 
Ganymede. Her wig, instead of the tawny one 
which is so becoming in The Last Word,” was 
an innocent blonde one that was suggestive of 
Arcadia. She early struck the keynote of deli- 
tious frankness in her impersonation of Rosa- 
lind; and this, particularly in the humor- 
ous passages, fairly bewitched her audience. 
There were gurgles of merriment—outgushings of 
laughter that were quite irrepressible on the part 
of the spectators—when some sudden: stroke of 
humor took them unawafes, as when she said, re- 
ferring to the beard, ‘*God will send him more.“ 
In strong contrast with these daring descents to 
nature were the few lofty bits of decilamation, 
such as the traitor speech in the first act, begin- 
ning, So was I, etc.,” when the fine rhythm of 
the poet took a grace from an olocution so flatter- 
ing to the ear one would not rob it of its pom- 
pous flow. The actress often took the center of the 
stage, which was not necessary, for, as wherever 
the Highland Chieftain sat; that was the head of 
the table, so wherever Miss Renan stood that was 
the center of the stage. One easily grasped her 
conception of the part, and in view of its superb 
execution one was easily reconciled to it, and to- 
wards the climax it fascinated one. Hers is by 
no means a poetical Rosalind, such as claimed 
one’s allegiance years ago; it is a malistic, a 
modern, and almost a matter-of-fact Rosalind. 
but it is so rich and genuinely girlish that 
it conquers one’s prejudices. It bas 
variety, too—the swell of noble verse, 
and then a bold colloquialism, as 
when she speaks of not having a word to 
throw at a dog —an expression which, thus 
uttered by another actress, would disillusionize 
and fail flat. It was in the mock wooing of 
Orlando in the forest of Arden that the actress 
reached the height of her triumph. She had the 
spectators in the same condition as Orlando— 
completely obfuscated with pleasure. One could 
no longer analyze each speech and determine the 
elements of art and nature; one was carried 
away on the irresistible wave of the comedy, 
careless and unconscious where it bore. 
Nearly every member of the company was worthy 
a line of commendation, some of them of much 
more. One can only conclude that Miss Carlisle 
was not exvected to bean attractive Celia, and 
verhaps she only performed her duty when she 
failed in being attractive. Mr. George Clarke's 
Jacques was picturesque and pitched on an ex- 
tremely artificial plane of elocution; but one 
thoroughly enjoyed the elocution, which was 
polished to a degree. He could not give to that 
artificial strain the world's a stage speech 
the relief of strokes of nature that came so easily 
to Miss Rehan, nevertheless his Jacgues was 
nobly theatrical, one does not say dramatic. Mr. 
Charles Wheatleigh had the part of Adam, 
which Shakspeare himself used to play. One 
cannot separate the art and nature in Mr. 
Wheatleigh’s acting as one does in Mr, Clarke’s, 
for they are blended to perfection. The Duke in 
banishment of Mr. Campbell Gollan read his 
lines with nice appreciation and in excellent 
ehading. Mr. Sidney Herbert was unobtrusive 
and sufficiently courtly as Le Beau. Mr. Alfred 
Hickman was a young and boyish Silvius. The 
songs were well sung; one thinks the singer was 
Mr. Lioyd Daubigny, who was the Amiens, 
though this may be a mistake. Mr. John 
Craig made a gentle sort of Orlando, though 
the character needed more dash and positiveness. 
Last. but not least, Mr. Owen's mellowed Touch- 
stone was very welcome, and, what i¢ more. it 
was not overbubbling with animal spirits, as are 
several of Mr. Owen's low characters, all of

OOUNOCIL OOMMITTEES DO MUOH WORK 


Sunday Closing Measure Filed and Street 
Sweeping Ordinance Referred, 

The Council Judiciary committee yesterday 
listened to arguments on the paving brick 
question. The old report of the committee, 
which had been sent back from the Council, 
was taken up. The“ ordinance then intro- 
duced provided for the material from which 
the brick was to be made, and also the 
standard size. It was claimed the ordinance 
gave one or two concerns the exclusive priv- 
ilege of bidding for street paving contracts. 
Representatives of the Galesburg, III., and 
Canton, O., companies gave their views yes- 
terday as to the standard material and sizes 
of brick to be used in Chicago. A subcom- 
mittee will be appointed to make further in- 
vestigation and a report. Aid. Gosselin, 
Stanwood, Butler, ana Chairman Mann were 
named as the subcommittee. The principal 
question is whether a brick of pure shale or 
one of shale and clay is better and whether 
eight inches is the proper length for the 
standard. 

The committee took up the order of Ald. 
Madden that all heads of departments send to 
the Finance committee all bills for supplies 
or work of any kind in their departments or 
bureaus of $500 or under. This is to enuble 
the committee to see that the Jaw is not vio- 
lated in reference to the requirements that the 
city shall advertise for bids on all work for 
supplies costing more than $500. ‘The com- 
mittee decided to refer the order to Chairman 
Mann with instructions to reportan ordinance 
instead of the order. It is thought this ordi- 
nance will be reported favorably to the Coun- 
cil when it is presented. 

The order of Ald. Madden with reference to 
the metheds in vogue in the Special Assess- 
ment Department regarding condemnation 
proceedings was read and placed on file, es 
with the counter orders ot Ald. Gallagher 
Ryan. 

The ordinance of Ald. Coughlin that the 
street railway companies clean all streets 

upon which their lines are operated was dis- 
cussed. and the father of the ordinance ad- 
dressed the committee. He said he had 
looked into the matter at some length and 
found the ordinance if passed and enforced 
would save the city from $200,000 to 
$300,000 per annum. The question was 
raised as to whether the city can force the 
street railroads to do this work, and it was 
decided to refer the ordinance to the Corpo- 
ration Counsel for an opinion. 

The ordinance introduced in the Council 
several months ago at the * of the 
Trade and Labor Assembly and especially 
the Retail Clerks’ Union, providing for the 
closing of all stores, shops, ete., Sundays, 
was ordered placed on file at the meeting of 
the Committee on Licenses of the Council 
yesterday. The committee also took an im- 
portant action with relation to the 
licensing of carettes and similar vehicles. An 
ordinance fixing the annual license at $50 
was recommended to the Council for passage. 
The license has been for years $5 a year. It 
was decided also to amend the milk license 
ordinance so none but the actual peddlers of 
milk shall be required to havea license. This 
is to exempt the dealers in milk that dispense 
it at stores. 

The Committee on Streets and Alleys South 
yesterday considered a matter in relation to 
the Illinois Central railroad company and a 
part of the Lake-Front belonging to the city. 
During the summer the company 
used a strip of ground just south of 
Randolph street, eight feet in width at 
the corner of Randolph street and run- 
ning to a point 120 feet “south. It has 
sought to take a lease with the city for the 
retention of the ground. a sub.

Tells the Results of His Investigation of 
the Atchison Finances. 

New York, Nov. 12.—The report of Expert 
Littie, who has been investigating the ac- 
counts of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
railroad company, has just been made public. 
It is addressed to R. S. Hayes, Chairman of 
the Atchison General Reorganization eom- 
mittee. Its salient points are ds follews: 

1. The net revenue for the year end June 
30. 1894, éxclusive of the Atlantic and Pacific, 
Colorado Midland, and St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco lines, was $5,966,614. This includes an in- 
stallment of $350,000 of the Sonora railway com- 
pany subsidy. which should be deducted in con- 
sidering earn asa basis for a plan of reor- 
ganization. this subsidy be deducted 
the net earnings would reduced 
to $5,606,414. Interest charges, which 
are prior liens to the interest on the 4 per cent 
general gold bonds, leaves $4.816,264 applicable 
to the interest on $128,365,605 ‘of these bonds 
onttonting in the hands of the public, which is 
equal to only 3.75 per cent. 

n accepting these figures as a basis for reor- 
ganization it must be taken for granted the pres- 
ent floating debt of the company will be pro- 
vided for and will not be a charge against 4 Boat 
revenue: But while it may be said that the 
interest on the genera! 4s has deen 
substantially earned, the earnings de- 
pend to some extent. on the wmainte- 
nance of the integrity of the system. The auxil- 
iary companies are a severe drain upon Atchison 
under the present aystem of fixed-charges. The 
loss for the year on the Atlantic — Pacific was 
$1,360,034, one-half being chargeable to Atch- 
ison, The loss on the Colorado Midland was 

647,754 and on the St. Louis and San Francisco 

599,662, all chargeable to Atchison. On the 
results of the adjustment that may be reached 
with these companies, if retained in the system, 
depends the real surpius available for payment

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT rails To MOVE. 


Shippers Feel Confident That High Rates 
Cannot Be Maintained. 

Inasmuch as the advanee in east-bound 
freight rates was ordered to become effective 
yesterday it was expected shippers would take 
advantage of the previous low rates and for- 
ward enough freight to tax the transportation 
facilities of the east-bound roads. The rail- 
roads were disappointed. Instead of 
an increase in through shipménts last 
week’s statement shows a decrease of 
nearly 2,000 tons from that of the week pre- 
vious and of nearly 1,500 tons from that for 
the corresponding week last year, when shi 
ments were considered abnormally small.

The 
traffic cannot now bear a 25-cent rate. The

PAUPER LABOR AND WAGES IN GERMARY 


Noteworthy Report Made to the State De- 
partment by Agent Murphy, 

Wasuineron, D. C., Nov. 12.—After an es- 
haustive examination of the wages paid in the 
large manufacturing establishments of Lux- 
emburg, which he says are about the same as 
paid in other parts of Germany, George H. 
Murphy, United States Vice-Commercial 
Agent there, reports on the wages paid in the 
steel and iron industries, with a general re- 
view of the whole subject of German wages. 
He finds that generally speaking the average 
earnings of ordinary workmen amount to less 
than $200 per annum. Women earn about 
half as much asmen. The misery of the Euro- 

an poor has bsen aggravated by that popu- 
fas craze whichgauses large towns and cities 
of Germany to grow with rapidity as phenom- 
enal as that which is doublmg and trebling 
the population of our own Western cities. An 
important point of difference, however, lies 
in the fact that foreign immigration largely 
accounts for the development of our towns, 
whereas German cities expand almost entirely 
at the expense of the rural districts. 
Consequently the labor market is glutted, 
and the evil is enhanced by the increasing use 
of labor-saving devices. The competition be- 
tween manufacturers also forces down wages. 
The policy of the countries of Central Europe 
seems to extend and inflate their man ur- 
ing industries suicidally. Their idea of na- 
tional prosperity and happiness seems to be 
nothing more than the attainment of the abil- 
ity to export manufactures and import food, 
and in support of thie policy the government 
is 1 the workingman an import duty on 
his f in order to give the manufacturer an 
export bounty. American workmen 
women have good reason to favor the restric- 
tion of immigration and to view with appre- 
hension the tendency to inflate industries be- 
yond safe limits, 


SERUM TREATMENT FOR DIPHTHERIA. 


Consular Report from Berlin Shows That 
It Is Beneficial. 

Wasnixetros, D. C., Nov. 12.—Among the 
reports from our Consuls abroad upon the new 
serum treatment for diphtheria is one from 
Consul-General Charles De Kay at Berlin, ex- 
hibiting the efficacy of the new treatment by 
comparison, He says the establishment at 
Scharing, near the Jungfern Heide, has forty 
horses under treatment for the production of 
serum, yet the demand for the article bas 
been so great the hospital ran out of it in 
September. This had a singular effect on tlie 
death rate. While for diphtheria in children 
under 4, the most difficult sort, the rate had 
sunk to 11 per cent before the exhaustion of 
the store of serum, it rose during

The Chief told the committee 
that to keep within the appropriation it would 
be absolutely necessary to discharge these

-Controller and Mayor Ask 
Power to Issue Water Certificates for 
$500,000 — McCormick Seminary Pro- 
hibition District Ordinance Passed. . 


Another movement was made in the direc- 
tion of track elevation by the introduction of 
an ordifiance at the Council last evening by | 
Ald, Stanwood of the Thirteenth Ward for the 
elevation of the tracks of the Galena Division 
of the Northwestern. The ordinance was pre- 
pared by the City Law Department and sent 
to the attorney of the company for approval 
betore being presented to the Council.
